DECLARES SHIP OFFICERS 


PST DECIDE QUICKLY 


Have No Time to Weigh 


Decision 
Carefully 


When Attacked. 


Washington, Feb. 3.—Taking up the 


contention of Rear Admiral William S. 
Sims, in the matter of naval medal 
awards point by point, Secretary Dan- 
iels in his'appearance today before the 
senate 
investigation 
sub-committee 
took direct and emphatic issue with the 
admiral. 
Flanked by voluminous rec- 
ords from the navy department, the 
secretary went into detail In explain- 
ing changes he made in conferring dec- 
orations as recommended by the com- 
manding officers of the navy and by 
the.Knight board of medals awards. 
The naval secretary outlined to the 
committee'the two chief differences be- 
tween his views and the views held by 
Admiral Sims in the awarding of medals. 
These were -a variance as to the im- 
portance of service at sea compared 
with service on shore and differences 
on the question 
of whether a distin- 
guished 
service 
medal should be 
awarded • under any circumstances to a 
commander of a ship sunk or seriously 
damaged 
by enemy- submarines 
or 
mines. 
Asserting that Admiral Sims, while 
on shore duty both in the 
Spanish- 


American and World War "demon- 
strated ability of a high order," Secre- 
tary Daniels said, "the position of Hear 
Admiral Sims in placing shore duty 
above sea duty-in the danger zone is, 
no doubt, influenced by his own rec- 
ord." 
Figures were presented by Mr. 
Daniels showing that during the last 
25 years Admiral 
Sims had served 
about 15 years on shore duty and nine 
years' at sea. 
' 
"So rarely did he take a sea trip," 
said the secretary referring to the ad- 
miral's work as 
commander of 
the 
United States naval forces in Europ- 
ean water, "that In his book he tells a 
story of one of the few times he was 
afloat, going with the British admiral 
who had been placed by Rear Admiral 
Sims in command of the American de- 
stroyers baaed on Queenstown. 


"As justifying his contention that in- 
dividual duties ashore are necessarily, 
of *" ;SeeTmdaf3£?1 tarporfance 
to ^Mfles 
afloat, MrV Daniels asserted: 


"On shore a' man .decides important 
questions in .the quiet of office sur- 
roundings with time to weigh the pros 
and cons, and if he makes a mistake 
his error of decision is not immediately 
followed by disastrous results. At sea, 
particularly in submarine warfare, the 
commander, like all his men. is in im- 
minent peril of death*. He must make 
momentous decisions in the flash of a 
single moment, ofter when his ship has 
been attacked, and when coolness and 
poise are necessary to save the lives of 
scores and hundreds of men. A mis- 
take in this emergency is fatal to an 
officer in command at sea." 
With this as an impelling reason the 
secretary said he disapproved of the 
disparity between honors to men ashore 
and afloat as recommended by the 
Knight board and accordingly reduced 
or eliminated a'' number of awards for 
shore service. 
In support of his contention that a 
commander of a ship sunk or damaged 
by submarine attack was entitled to a 
medal if he showed proper qualifica- 
tions, even though the ship was unable 
to combat 
the submarine. Secretary 
Daniels cited numerous examples in 
American naval history and also point- 
ed to instances of such awards by the 
French government during the World 
War. American naval history, he told 
the committee, was filled with prece- 
dent upholding his action in awarding 
the distinguished service medal to com- 
manders of ships sunk by submarine or 
mines. 
"In the Stiletto attack of submarine 
warfare." said Mr. Daniels, "it to not 
the fact that a man strikes or is struck 
that tests true mettle and true naval 
leadership. The nuestion is: does he 
play the part of the man. with chiv- 
alry and thought only of others and of 
his country, and has he by preparation 
and foresight done all that is possible 
to meet any and every-emergency. And 
when he faces a court of his brother 
officers, do they 
find that he has 
measured up in the terrible ordeal to 
the high naval traditions? Admirals 
Mayo and Cleaves and Vice Admiral 
Grant recommended commanding offi- 
cers under them for distinguished ser- 
vice medals who displayed these high 
qualities when their ships, struck by 
mines and torpedoes, were sunk or 
damaged. The board of awards ap- 
proved their recommendations. 
The 
greatest thing that a man ever does in 
this world is to turn a stumbling block 
into a stepping stone. If medals are 
not given for this son of noble courage 
and coolness and direction In supreme 
danger, what on earth are they de- 
signed for?" 
Referring to Admiral Sims statement 
that he had not recommended any en- 
listed men for medals because "we had 
nothing to give them" the secretary 
called the- committee's attention to the 
act creating the awards which he said 
made no discrimination between an 
admiral, captain and enlisted man.

Emphatic denial was made by the 
secretary of Admiral Sims' statement 
that the policy followed in awarding 
medals had "shot to pieces" the navy's 
morale. 


It la an insult to the splendid men of 
the navy to say that the morale of the 
service could be seriously Impaired by 
any question of awards to individuals," 
the secretary said on that point, 
"They are made of eterner stuff than 
to be rattled by a matter so unimport- 
ant in comparison with their devotion 
to their duties. Their loyalty is in no 
sense dependent upon medals." 
Explaining Admiral Sims' mention of 
a message from the secretary asking 
what recommendation had been made 
for "Bagley (Mr. Daniels' brother-in- 
law) and other officers 
of the 
Jacob 
Jones and other destroyers that were, 
attacked," Mr. Daniels said the note 
was written late one afternoon after 
all officers in charge of reports had left 
the department and was written as the 
easiest way of getting the information. 
There was not at that time and never 
has been, Mr. Daniels declared, any 
question of favoritism or relationship 
in the matter of his relations with Com- 
mander Bagley. 


Mr. Daniels said he had no criticism 


of the work of the bo-ird of awards 
headed by Rear Admiral Austin M. 
Knight and that its recommendations 
were faithfully made on the basis of 
the meager information in its posses- 
sion. 


While Admiral Sims recommended 
young officers who served well in minor 
posts for distinguished service medals 
and every other flag officer under his 
command for the same honor," said 
Mr. Daniels, "he omitted that distin- 
guished admiral who commanded all 
American naval forces off the French 
coast, Rear Admiral Wilson, now com- 
mander in chief of the Atlantic1 fleet." 
"When the history of the .war is 
written. Admiral Wilson's service will 
stand a shigh as that of Sims, Mayo, 
Benson, and Rodman." 
When it was decided to appoint Ad- 


miral Wilson commander in chief of 
the Atlantic fleet. 
Secretary 
Daniels 


said Admiral Sims -wrote a letter of 
protest. Characterizing 
the contem- 
plated appointment as a "very grave 
mistake indeed," the letter called Sec- 
retary Daniels', attention to the "trou- 
ble Admiral Wilson gave me in the dis- 
charge of my duties." 
"I attempted to correct it by per- 
sonal letters," Admiral 
Sims' 
letter 
said. 
"Admiral Wilson criticized not 


only this organization but me personal- 
ly, including that "most destructive of 
all criticisms, the impugning of mo- 
tives'."

COMPARES WAR RECORD 


WITH TH»T OF OPPONENT 


Jury Is Told That Newberry 


Entered Service With- 


. out Delay. 


Grand Rapids. Mich., Feb. 3.—Tru- 


man H. Newberry entered the 1918 *en 
atorial campaign in Michigan at the 
solicitation of others and not in further 
ance of a scheme to get a seat in the 
senate, said James O. Murfin. of De- 
troit, in outlining to the Jury in United 
States district court the attitude the de- 
fense will aesume toward the charges of 
conspiracy and fraud for which 123 men 
are on trial. 
Judge Murfin explained the defense's 


view of the specific details of the of- 
fences charged in the six counts of the 
indictment, emphasizing that conspiracy 
is the essence of the charges. 
It was pointed out that on the first 


four counts Vthe gist of the charge is 
not fraud in the eletcion, corruption in 
the election, - or anything of that de- 
scription, but that these respondents are 
charged with conspiring to aid, abet. 
assist and encoura'ge Truman" H. New- 
berry to commit an offence, to wit: The 
offense of expending more of his money 
than the law allows." It was "further 
argued that "under "the Michigan law, 
as long as expenses come within the 
eleven enumerated classes in the stat- 
ute, there is no limit as to the amount 
o fmoney a committee of a candidate's 
friends can spend in his behalf. 
"It is my purpose," Judge Murfin 


told the jurors, "to point out to you in 
exact detail everything that was done 
by anybody connected with this cam- 
paign in order that you may understand 
it in its infinite detail. The campaign 
was unusually hot and in analyzing 
what these respondents did, the atmos- 
phere under which they did it should 
Be considered. 
I 


"Our country was at wan as the cam- 


paign began to liven up we had just 
passed our first year of participation 
and the situation was critical in the ex- 
treme. The fate Of the civilized world 
was hanging in the balance with the 
last German drive at its height, the 
channel ports threatened and the Ger- 
niati advance armies within 30 miles of 
Paris. 
"The records will show that Michigan 
sent to this war 150,000 young men in 
the army, navy and marine 'corps; they 
left behind them fathers, relatives and 
friends. Americanism and patriotic ex- 
citement were at their very crest. 


"While there had been rumors in 


Michigan that Henry Ford would be a 
candidate for the senate, his candidacy 
was actually announced on June 14, 
1918. 
'Rightly or wrongly—and this is 
neither the tune nor the place to discuss1 
it—there was a very general feeling 
that Mr. Ford did not represent the 
type of American who, at that critical 
juncture, should represent his state in 
the United States senate. 
Rightly or 
wrongly many people remembered his 
campaign against military prepared- 
ness. Many people remembered his well 
meant misguided efforts to bring about 
what'mow appears would have been a 
German peace. 
Many people were bit- 
ter over the fact that he was not active 
hi the "war and that none of his family 
had become active in the war., 
"On the other hand. Commander New- 


berry had had an honorable record in 
the Spanish-American war, when in the 
navy, he was under fire and actively 
participated in overcoming a superior 
force. He had been secretary of the 
navy In the cabinet of that militant 
American, Theodore Roosevelt. 
"Within 48 hours after our country 
threatened to enter the world war he 
volunteered and, in the spring of 1917, 
was commissioned a .lieutenant com- 
mander and made aide to the command- 
ant of the third naval district at New 
York. His brother and his two sons 
were also In military service."

A special committee consisting of 
Messrs. Baxter, Redman and Baker to 
whom was referred the proposition of 
acceptance or refusal of the property in 
Spring street bequeathed to the pity by 
May Miller, reported having gone over 
the will carefully and that the property 
can only be conveyed to the city upon 
the death of Mrs. Miller's daughter. 
Mrs. Bertha Multinex, and that if city 
accepts same under the will, within a 
reasonable time thereafter the city must 
erect and maintain a children's hos- 
pital, else it reverts to the estate of 
Mrs. Bertha Mullinex.

Columbus, Feb. 3.—The Ohio legisla- 
ture will adjourn slnedie this week. 

Plans to reces* 
again at the end of this -week's session 
until late in April in order to give the 
committee on administrative reorgaaJ- 
zation further time to make a study of 
state government have practically been 
abandoned, it was announced. 


Adoption of a resolution to resubmit 
a classification tax amendment to the 
constitution and a debt limitation pro- 
posal were the meat important -tax 
measures before the assembly this week. 
The new class tax proposal differs from 
the one submitted to the voters test 
November and defeated by an over' 
whelming majority in thut it fixes a 
limit on the tax rate at 15-mills; "Ho 
limitation was provided on the former.

No attempt will be made to -pass the 
Gardner bill over the governors veto, 
should Governor Cox deckle to veto this 
measure, it is said. 
This fciU. which

itation of the Smith law/ was expected 
to reach the governor today.' The tem- 
porary relief bill arborizing cities to 
issue short term notes to provide for 
1920 operating deficits, was also expect- 
ed to reach the governor today. 


Should the legislature adjourn sine 
die this week without passing an income 
tax law or resubmitting a classification 
amendment, taxation will become.the 
leeading issue of,the. next' state cam- 
paign, in the opinion of political leaders 
here today.

which authorized reinstatement up to 
December 31, 1919, regardless of date 


Of discharge, announcement is made by 
Director R. G. Cholmeley-Jones of the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance that 
the provisions for reinstatement of laps- 
ed or canceled insurance, within 18 
months from date of discharge, upon 
payment of only two months' premi- 
ums on the amount of insurance to be 
reinstated, provided the insured is in 
as good health as at the date of dis- 
charge or expiration of the grace per 
fod whichever is the later date, and so 
states in his application, still bold good 


The provisions that discharged ser- 


vice men are permitted to reinstate at 
any time within three calendar months 
following the month of discharge by 
merely paying- the two months' premi 
urns, without making a formal applica- 
tion or a statement as to health is also 
a still force. 


The provisions for reinstatement do 


not protect a man until he actually 
reinstates. If he waits he may not be 
in as good health as he was at the tune 
of ""discharge and consequently may not 
be able to secure reinstatement.

AGRICULTURAL COURSES 


Nearly fifty pet cent of all the men 


actually in training under direction of 
the Federal Board of Vocational Educa- 
tion in district No. 6, comprising the 
three states of Alabama. Mississippi 
Louisiana, are enrolled in courses in 
agriculture in the various schools of 
;he district. 


This settles the fears expressed by 


many a year ago that, upon their TB- 
turn from the army, the men would 
desert the farm for city life. In a dis- 
trict where practically eighty per cent 
of the people come from rural com- 
munities, the men are realizing that 
scientific agriculture offers as great 
opportunities for success a are to be 
found in any line. 


The largest group of agricultural 


students in the district is at the Missis- 
sippi Agricultural college, where more 
:han three hundred disabled men are en 
rolled in agricultural 
courses. 
As 


many of the men have a very limited 
education, special classes have been 
organized to give them instruction in 
elementary school subjects in addition 
to their agricultural work. 


The disabled boys have not been 


slow to realize that a year or two at a 
good agricultural college, with all ex 
penses paid by Uncle Sam, is an offer 
not to be slightingly turned down, and 
many are taking advantage of this 
first opportunity they have had in 
their lives to receive vocational train- 
Ing in scientific agriculture. 


When their courses are completed 


they will not be able to overcome 
the handicap they suffered on account 
of their physical disability, but they 
will be enabled to carry on successful- 
ly in a line of work which constitutes 
the chief occupation of the people of 
the district.

Objective in Exercise. 


Many look upon systematic exercise 


as a waste of time and many women say 
that her housework is all the exercise 
she needs. 
If the housework has an 
object aside from the mere finishing of 
the job; it is doine good as exercise, but 
if it is considered as work and work 
only, it does no good. 
The mental attitude of most house 
wives, then, is that housework is Work, 
whereas the woman who is exercising 
has an object in improving her health 
and beauty.
